THE SORRY GHOSTS OF THEM THAT ARE NOW 
TANTALIZING THE NEW YORKERS. 

New Lokk, March 9.—Strawbetries are in 
market. They are not of the best quality, 
large, red, ripe, and luscious, but they are 
tempting, and cost only 75 cents for the little 
basket known as a quart, at retail. They 
come from Florida. So, also, the retailers 
in Washington market talk aboutgreen peas, 
but about green peas hangsamystery. The 
truth is that a lot of green peas did come into 
market some days ago, and they were sold 
for 40 cents a half-peck in the pul. These 
peas were raised in South Carolina, but were 
frozen in the pod—at least so say those 
wholesalers who did not sell them. The first 
cropeof peas and beans in the South is frozen 
out. The few boxes ot green peas and beans 
now in the market are from Florida. A six- 
quart box of ripe red tomatoes from Nassau 
and the Bermudas can be bought for 
$1.0. A4 quart of them costs 830 
cents. They have been in the market 
for six weeks. Soa lot of new potatoes 
came from the Bermudas on the last tri 
and are selling at 15 cents a quart, but thelr 
character is assailed by the wholesalers — 
did not purchase them. It is said that th 
are not this yeat’s potatoes at all, but a late 
crop of last year’s potatoes. y are cer- 
tainly in appearance much newer and better 
than last year’s potatoes grown in this State. 
Very nice breakfast radishes have been on 
sale for three weeks at $1 a dozen bunches.

A LAUGHING FAMILY. 


The Strange Malady Which Afilicts a 
Family Along the BDelaware—Fruit- 
leas Efforts to Stay Periedic Laughter. 

Frenchtown (N. J.) Correspondence Philadelphia Times, 
Straight across the Delaware from here 

and back among the hills which run parallel 

with the river for many miles lives a family 
concerning whom the strangest stories are 
told. The father and sons are farmers, and 
all live in a large, substantial house, a few 
yards from the road to Doylestown. They 
are all chronic Jaughers, having an afilic- 
tion of the muscles of the mouth and throat 
which compels them to give vent to ap- 
parent merriment at stated intervals. The 
malady first appeared in the father about 
ten years ago. He was usually a very quiet 
man, enjoying fun, but manifesting his en- 
joyment without much noise, He was seated 
at the dinner table one day in the spring of 
the year, eating steadily ot engaged in 
any of the conversation which other mem- 
bers of the family were carrying on. Sud- 
denly, without any cause, he burst into a 
loud fit of laughter so extremely different 
from his accustomed laugh that all were at- 
tracted by it atonce. Whenasked what was 
the reason for his sudden outburst he made 
no reply, but continued his merriment... Some 
of the boys thought he had hysterics and 
pounded him on the back, but it did no good. 

After afew moments he made motions for 

pencil and paper, and wrote that he was un- 

able to control his risibles, and asked them 
to send for a doctor. 

The rural physician came, but could give 
no remedy that stopped the langhter. Peal 
after peal of what sounded like heartiest 
kind of fun came from bim, and nothing 
would avail to prevent it. The doctor finally 
came to the conclusion that he was the vic- 
tim of a nervous attack, and, leaving a ner- 
vine, departed. The facher continued laugh- 
ing until about sundown, when he suddenly 
stopped and fell on the floor, completely 
prostrated. He soon grew better, however, 
ate a hearty supper, and spent the evening 
much as usual. No si of the odd trouble 
appearing, he went to and was soon fast 
asleep. Along about 2 o’clock in the 
morning, however, his wife was awak- 
ened y his laughter, and the same 
symptoms manifested themselves as on the 
afternoon previous, He kept it up until 7 
o'clock, laughing loud and strong. At 7 
o’clock the noise suddenly ceased, and did 
not return again until dinner time. Thus it 
continued, recurring each day shortly after 
noon andin the night about 2 o’clock, and 
has ever since. As the weeks passed he 
grew so accustomed to the disease that he 
was “cused very little inconvenience by it. 
He did not get tired out, as at first, and soon 
was % avant his work.—sowing seed 
and planting „ digging. vegetables and 
Wale ung tue Cattle. —whild laughing immod- 
erately. He could not talk while under one 
of the spells, but carried a,slate and pencil 
around with him, after the fashion of a deaf 
and dumb person. 

The trouble was very regular in its com- 
ing and going and occasionally broke forth 
a. unlooked-for seasons. Onee the old man 
was taken in church — 1 nay the minister 
was exhorting his hea in the most sol- 
emn strains, and spoiled the effect of the dis- 
course, besides disturbing the equilibrium of 


man. Another time he was found 
by one of his neighbors along the road, lying 
beneath a bag of flour, laughing at a terrible 
rate. He has been taken while driving home 
trom the mill, and the suddenness of the 
sounds frightened the horse, causing it to 
run away and dump the man and part of his 
load out in the road. For eighteen months 
the father was the only one of the household 
afflicted with the malady. Several of 
them had complained from time to time of 
an inclination to join the father in the laugh, 
but none of them did so until nearly two 
years after he was taken, when Susie, the 
youngest child, suddenly burst into a similar 
fit during one of her futher’sattacks. From 
that time on she has laughed at about the 
same hours her father does. One by one the 
. members fell victims to the strange 
comiplaint, until three years ago there was 
but one left free, and that was Charles, the 
oldest son. His long exemption led him to 
believe he would e pe the contagion. But 
he was mistaken, and it is said he had his 
first attack while petition for the hand of 
a Harrisburg damsel.

SPURGEON. 


The Great Baptist Preacher Seriously 
III. 

A eable dispatch reports the serious III 
ness of the Rev. Charles Haddon Spurgeon, 
and as he has long suffered from gout and a 
complication of other troubles, saying noth- 
ing of his excessive corpulency, it is to be 
feared that he may not recover. He isin his 
47th year, having been born Kelvedon, Essex, 
June 19, 1834. His relatives were Indepeud- 
ents or Congregationalists, but be adopted 
Baptist views, and soon became known as the 
Boy Preacher, and when only 16 or 17 aecept- 
ed the pastorate of a small Baptist chapel at 
Waterbeach. His eloquence drew crowds to 
hear him, and his fame soon reached Lon- 
don. At 19 he became pastor of the New 
Park-Street Chapel, but it was not la 


enough for the thron which . gath- 
ered to hear agg The 


> ¢ongre- 
tion removed to the Surrey Music- 
all, and in 1860-61 built for him the taber- 
nacle, in which he has since officiated. His 
ave congregaiions have exceeded 6,000, 
and h pularity has remained undimin- 
ished. stro alvinist, he has yet urged 
right action on his hearers as earnestly as if 
he were an advanced Arminian. A sincere 
Baptist, he has not made immersion a pre- 
requisit to occasional communion. He has 
been a prodigious worker. Mauy volumes of 
his sermons have been published; he has ed- 
ited a magazine, and presided over a theo- 
logical seminary, mission and orphan schools, 
etc. His church has been emph ly a 
working one, and the pastor has set his flock 
an €xample of indef, bie industry. A 
correspondent who attended one of his sery- 
ices in 1872, thus describes the tabernacle and 
its minister:

is perfectly at his ease, using few gestures, 
and never declalming. much less ranting, but 
still impressive in his noe ogy His open- 
ing prayers were remarkable. Obviously ex- 
temporized, they were neither reports to the 
Deity of what was going on in all parts of 
His dominions, nor hackneyed paraphrases 
of Scriptural language. They were suppli- 
cations, «xpressed in clear English, embroid- 
ered, if the term is admissſble, with just 
enough biblical metaphor to relieve their ex- 
cessive plainness, and in a new and graphic 
pattern. They were linaginative, rather from 
the novel, yet by no means gro ue, man- 
ner in which they presented oid truths, than 
for any real strangeness of thought. In

A NEW RELIGIOUS QUESTION. ~ 

A new and very interesting question has 
been suddenly sprang upon the religious 
world by Dr. Sonneschein, the rabbi of a 
Reformed synagog in St. Louis, which is 
nothing more nor less than the possibility of 
a union between the Unitarians and the 
Jews. From a religious point of view, he 
sees few obstacles in the way, and these are 
principally confined to the recogniuon of 
Christ or Moses as leader and the Sunday 
question.. As to the first, he says: “ Whether 
diffused from the halo of legend and tra- 
dition or sequent to the real life of the man 
Jesus there is about His character a softened 
light, a tender radiance,a soul sweetness 
that Moses does not possess.”” And again: 
“If it be required that a man shall beat out 
his own fortune on the anvil of life, then you 
cannot help but admire the stern lawgiver, 
whose kingdom is of this world, and who ap- 
peals so strongly to the senses of all active 
energies in men and women.” Asto the 
Sunday question, Dr. Sonneschein vereon- 
cisely says: Does not the Unitarian well 
know that the Christian Church observes the

Weare not aware what brought out the 
sermon of Dr. Sonneschein, or that any sug- 
gestion has been made from eitherside of a 
consolidation, consequently it is not easy to 
take part in the discussion. In the absence 
of any information on the subject from the 
Unitarian side, such a discussion might also 
be premature in the puolic press. Unitarian 
clergymen and Jewish rabbis are better able 
to settle the relations and affinities of their 
creeds than secular newspapers. From the 
worldly point of view, however, the: news- 
paper is qualified to express an opinion, and 
that opinion will certainly correspond with 
Dr. Sonneschein’s—namely : that the question 
of race is the most serious one that stands in 
the way of such a consolidation without in 
any way considering the rights of that ques- 
tion.

GOVERNMENT OFFICES IN CHICAGO. 
Among the thousands of applications for 

office which have been fastened upon the 
new President,or upon the Senators and 
Representatives, who are expected to act as 
, office-brokers, Chicago is naturally well rep- 
‘resented. The Government officés of prime 
importance in this city are the folowing: 
the Postmaster, the United States Marshal, 
the United States District-Attorney, the Col- 
lector of Customs, the Appraiser, the Col- 
lector of Internal- Revenue, the Sub-Treas- 
urer, and the Pension Agent. Only one of these 
appointments has been disposed of definitly, 
that of the Postmaster. Mr. Palmer’scom- 
mission ran out before the expiration of Mr. 
Hayes’ term, and he was reappointed by the 
last Administration. It is hardly likely that 
he ‘will be disturbed, and his is the only 
place which has not attracted compet ition. 

The turning-point in the distribution of 
the Chicago Government offices will prob- 
ably be the appointment of United States 
Marshal. His is the first commission that 
expires, and it calls for the earliest consider- 
ation. There are a number of candidates, but 
the situation is rather peculiar. It seems to 
be conceded on all sides that Mr. Hildrup 
will not be retained. The lack of live 
political influence is Mr. Hildrup’s weak- 
ness. It was Senator Oglesby who secured 
the position for Mr. Hildrup four years ago, 
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candidate of his own in the person of Deputy- 
Marshal Stilwell, but is uncompromisingly 
opposed in any event to the appointment of 
“Long” Jones, and claims to be backed by 
the nine anti-third term districts of the State 
which made a successful contest for repre- 
sentation in the Chicago National Convention. 
Formal protests against Jones have been 
filed in the President’s office from nearly all 
the delegates from these nine districts to the 
Chicago Convention, and Mr. Farwell is pres- 
ent in Washington to take care of his side of 
the fight. But itis claimed by the Long“ 
Jones crowd that President Garfield will not 
recognize this avowed antagonism from the 
anti-Grant distriets in Lilinois, because it has 
been his policy to discourage all such dissen- 
sions, and to harmonize all factions in the’ 


party. The struggle over the Marshalship is 


bound to be bitter before it will be settled, 
and the result may have an important bear- 
ing upon the other Chicago places. 

. There will probably be a change in the of- 
fice of District-Attorney. The present in 
cumbent, Gen. Leake, was appointed by ex: 
President Hayes without consultation with 
any patronage-dispenser in particular, be- 
cduse Mr. Hayes had known him personally 
in Ohio. Personal acquaintance in Ohio was 
the strongest possible recommendation for 
appointment under the last Administration, 
but when such appointment was made with- 
out Congressional backing it is not the 
strongest possible recommendation for con- 
tinuance in office where changes are clam- 
orously urged under a new Administration. 
There do not seem to be any important 
candidates pressing for the place of Dis- 
trict-Attorney, and the final allotment of 
the position may depend on the expression 
of the Bar of Chicago, if the lawyers see fit 
to exert their influence. The commission of 
the Collector of Customs, Mr. William Henry 
Smith, does not expire for several months. 
Mr. Smith has some strong friends and 
some determined opponents among the 
politicians. Powerful Ohio influences 
in favor of his retention will de 
brought to bear upon the President, and he 
will have thé active support of Mr. Farwell 
and many of the influential people in Illinois 
politics. If Senator Logan succeed in secur- 
ing the Marshalship for his friend Long“ 
Jones he may be disposed to look with more 
favor than he dees now upon the retention of 
Mr. Smith, but if Jones fail to get Hildrup’s 
place Mr. Smith may anticipate some stub- 
bern opposition from Logan, backed by other 
Senatorial antagonism that has grown out of 
the differences between the New York and 
Chicago Custom-Houses pending the anti- 
Conkling war of the Hayes Administration. 
There are a couple of obscure applicants for 
the office of Appraiser, now held by Mr. 
Charles H. Ham, but unless more formidable 
competition shall come up than any that has 
yet been manifested Mr. Ham will not be 
disturbed. It is conceded on all sides that 
he is an excellent officer. There are several 
applications also for the office of Collector of 
Internal Revenue, now occupied by J. D. 
Harvey. Mr. Harvey has Senator Logan’s 
good will, but the success or failure 
of Mr. Jones in his candidacy for the 
Marshalship may affect Harvey's place as 
well as that of the Collector of the Customs. 
The most prominent candidates for the affice 
are Mr. Brainard, of Evanston, who is Pres- 
ident of the “Call Board” in this city, and 
has the support of Mr. Farwell; and Mn J. 
H. Gilbert, who fs supported by Mr. Aldrich, 
and who has strong claims for eflicient serv- 
ice in the late campaigh. It is to Mr. Har- 
vey’s advantage, however, that the commis- 
sions in the revenue service are continuous, 
and, as his tenure does not expire by limita- 
tion at any particular date, it will be the 
easier to ward off any effort to makea 
change. . Frank Gilbert, the Sub-Treas- 
urer, wi bably remain fora number of 
reasons. His retention is asked by Col. Bob 
Ingersoll, and, under such circumstences, 
none of the local politicians will be inclined 
to oppose him; moreover, the bond required 
trom the Sub-Treasurer is so immense and so 
disproportionate to the compensation that 
there is no gréat demand for the place. The 
consideration of the Pension Agency, Miss 
Sweet’s plate, will probably not come up for 
some time yet, but there will be a severe 
struggle to take the office away from her. 

There is one condition which the present 
Government officeholders may regard as 
favorable to them to the extent that they 
are satisfied their several administra- 
tions have been successful—viz.: it is an- 
nounced that the new President is indis- 
posed to make changes where faithful and 
efficient service has been rendered. It is 
worthy of note, however, that in all the con- 
tests over appointments in Washington, 
whether over offices in this city or those of 
other localities, the influences pro and con 
are almost entirely political, and the question 
of past service (except party service) or per- 
sonal fitness seems to cut but little figure 
among the various raids on the White Housé. 
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THE MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 

In three weeks the people of this city will 
be called upon to elect a Mayor, a full corps 
of city officers, and one-haif the members of 
the City Council, and also town officers. It 
is needless to say that this is an important 
election. and one in which all the people of this 
city are interested, whether they know it or 
not. 

The City Government of Chicago repre- 
sents more people than are represented in 
any one of several States in the Union. It 
represents property of greater value than is 
represented in several of the States. Upon 
this City Government over half a million of 
persons residing in this city depend for the 
preservation of peace and order, and the pro- 
tection of life and property. To this City 
Government is committed the power of levy- 
ing taxes, and of appropriating and expend- 
ing the money, and the people of no city in 
the country have hada riper experience of 
the difference between a loose, profligate, 
wasteful, and corrupt government and « firm, 
conscientious, economical, and honest gov- 
ernment than have the people of Chicago. 

Five years ago the City Treasury was 
bankrupt and its credit shattered; its paper 
was under protest; it could not borrow 
money to pay the overdue interest on its 
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active efforts by the hitherto indifferent or 
negligent mass of taxpaying voters, or the 
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bounds, and the reyenpe is successfully col- 
lected. It has cost -the people of this city 
several millions of dollars of taxation, and 
the effort to attend the polls for ten minutes 
each once in a year for five consecutive 
years to bring about this recovery and refor- 
mation in the finances and credit of Chicago. 
There has not been a charter election since 
1876 at which any extent of negligence or 
indifference on the part of the taxpaying 
voters might not have wrecked all the good 
that had been ac ished, and handed the 
government of. ity over to the wreckers, 


who have been indefatigable in their labors | 


to recover control. Necessity demands that 
a like vigilanee be maintained now. 

‘Any one who reads the proceedings of the 
City Council will diseover how slight is the 
majority which prevents the Government 
passing back into bummer control. Cdareles- 
ness or inattention at the polls in one or two 
wards at the coming election may revive the 
old corrupt style of legislation out ot which 
grew all the past troubles. The faction which 
insists that government was invented for the 
benefit of corrupt officials needs but few re- 


eruits to give it control of the Council, and 


these recruits they expect through bad nom- 
inations and the indifference of voters in the 
best wards of the city. 

Mr. Harrison was elected Mayor two years 
ago by the votes of Republicans who were 
dissatisfied with their own candidate, and 
who had confidence in his personal integ- 
rity, and in bis professions of a non-partisan 
administration of city affairs. His Adminis- 
tration is before the public, and he is a candi- 
date for reélection. We will not now ais- 
cuss his weaknesses and his shortcomings. 
We wish to impress upon the Republicans 
the necessity of numinating a candidate for 
Mayor who will de a better Mayor than Har- 
rison. If they eannot do that, then they may 
as well abandon the contest. This is a mu- 
nicipal contest in which the relative charac- 
ter and ability of the candidates will control 
thousands of votes Independent of politics. 
While Harrison will be burdened by last 


fall’s violent and disgraceful partisan he- 


havior, and by the errors, and follies, and 
worse, of his Administration, he wil also 
have the advantage of whatever has been 
commendable and efficient in his Adminis- 
tration. A proper candidate, and one whose 
own person and character will be a guar- 
antee to all persons of all parties of an hon- 
est, efficient, and respectable Government, is 
essential to secure an election. The nomina- 
tion of such a candidate can only be secured 
by the earhest efforts and labors of the entire 
body of Republican voters in the choice of 
delegates, 

No less important than the election of a 
Mayor who will have no affinities with the 
gamblers and criminal classes is the election 
of a City Council which will not consider the 
general publie as fair subjects for plunder 
ahd robbery. A Mayor may disgrace his 
office and himself by his antics, but a City 
Council may plunder and rob the commynity. 
With a corrupt, blackmailing, bummer Coun- 
oil a Mayor is comparatively helpless; with 
an honest Couneil, and a competent and re- 
spectable Mayor, there is a reasonable hope 
that the interests of the city, its character 
and credit, will be protected and maintained, 
and the people may rest in the confidence of 
good, decent, economical, and honest govern- 
ment. 

To secure the election of proper Aldermen 
good men must be nominated, and to nomi- 
nate good men there must be a general 
effort of the friends of such men made at the 
ward meetings. Proper persons as candi- 
dates must have votes enough to nominate 
them, and these Who want that class of per- 
sons for Aldermen must go to the meetings 
and vote for them. 

We repeat the serious warning that a good 
government in Chicago depends on the nomi- 
nation of persons who ought to be elected; 
the nomination of any other class of persons 
will not insure u victory, but is a direct in- 
vitation of defeat. 
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THE PUBLIC LIBRARY MEMORIAL 

The gentlemen who gathered at the Palmer 
House Friday night to consider ways and 
means of commemorating the tenth anniver- 
sary of the great fire recognized the impor- 
tant fact that it was the benevolence of the 
world, not the calamity itself, which deserved 
commemoration. In this view of the case, 
the original plan for a pageant and street- 
masquerade was indefensible. It would be 
a sorry return for the charity of outsiders to 
the poor of Chicago to waste in sham mag- 
nificence a large sum of money that might 
be applied to better purposes. 

The proposed erection of a Library build, 
ing by public subscription is in all respects a 
worthier, fitting, and more dignified project. 
The Public Library is one of the first enter- 
prises that grew out of the fire. Chicago 
never had such @ library before. By some 
sort of inspired blunder several of the litera- 
ry people of England, notably Mr. Thomas 
Hughes, who had been informed that the city 
had formerly possessed such a library and 
had lost lt in the fire, undertook to replace it 
in part. By dint of much soliciting they col- 
lected several thousand volumes from the 
authors, publishers, and public institutions 
of England. These furnished a nucieus for 
the library which we now possess. The act 
authorizing the establishment of a public 
library in Chicago and providing for its 
maintenance was passed, it should be ob- 
served, after the fire, and partly in conse- 
quence of it. Hence this institution hasa 
peculiar relation to the event the tenth anni- 
versary of which itis now proposed to cele- 
brate in a suitable manner. 

The needs of the Library are very great. 
The State law under which it is incorporatea 
provided that the taxation to sustain it 
should not exceed one-fifth of 1 mill on the 
dollar. In 1872, when this law was passed, 
the valuation of property in the city was 
$284,000,000, and in the next year it was in- 
creased to $312,000,000. But in 1874 the city 
full valuation was changed to the State 
third valuation, and under the Township As- 
sessors it was reduced year by year until it is 
now only $117,000,000,—or little more than 
one-third of what it was in 1873. Hence the tax 
of one-fifth of a mill, which yielded $62,000 in 
1878, or would have done so if all the taxes 
had been collected, now yields but $23,000, 
which would be the limit of the annual in- 
come of the Library but for back taxes and 
fines. This sum is totally inadequate to pay 
the running expenses. provide a reinsurance 
fund, and keep open the reading-room, to say 
nothing of extending the operation of the 
Library. Meanwhile, the Library is stowed 
away on the third and fourth floorsof a high- 
ly-inflammable business biock, where it is con- 
stantly exposed to destrtruction by fire. The 
approach and clinsb to it are difficult and toil- 
some. The rooms are not large enough. 
The ventilation is bad. The light is insufi- 
cient. If it were designed to put the Library 
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been arrested. permanently, it is to be hoped. 


Taxation has been kept within reasonable | power, if it *

the tax-levy for any such object, The old 
Post-Office building, which belonged to the 
Library by.tight, has been diverted to an- 
other use. There is no possible way in which 
a Library bullding ean be, for many years 
at least, erected at the public expense. 

In this emergency, a scheme for a general 
subscription to defray the costof a building 
is the only practicable solution of the problem, 
The building qught to be provided without 
reference to the fire; but, if it can be made 
to serve the purpose of 4 memorial, while at 
the same time it. gives the Library a conven- 
lent and decent abiding-place, so much the 
better. It is possible that Dearborn Park can 
be obtained asa site. If not, then another 
location that will do as well. ‘The build- 
ing should be spacious, to allow for future 
growth. It should have a ground floor re- 
served for library purposes, and high ceil- 
ings. At least three, and if possible four, 
sides should have light. There is no need of 
much outer decoration or costly walls. 
Strength. durability, and form are the main 
things. The efforts should be expended on 
the interior, to make it commodious, acces- 
sible from all parts, and convenient: 

We do not see why there should be any 
great difficulty in raising $250,000, or even 
$500,000 for such a purpose. The cause 
appeals to the sympathies of the whole 

people, rich and poor, of all shades 
of belief and political’ opinion. Nobody 
can cherish any enmity toward the Pub- 
lic Library, mor can anybedy truthfully 
deny that it is doing a noble and beneficent 
work, and that it is in the fullest sense of the 
word a blessing to the community. There 
ought to be twenty men in this city who will 
give $10,000 each to such an enterprise, and 
100 who will, give $1,000, and 250 who 
will give $500, and 1,000 who will give 
$100. And the smaller subscriptions, which 
would be invited and welcomed, ought to 
make another $100,000. If these subscrip- 
tions were all made the total would be $625,- 
000. There is no reason why they should not 
be obtained by pro per effort and solicitation. 

We are glad to see that Mr. Fairbank and 
other publie-spirited citizens have taken hold 
of this matter. The meeting which it is pro- 
posed to hold at Music-Hall to consider the 
subject ought to bea rousing one, and if it 
is the success of the Public Library Fire Me- 
morial will be from that moment , 
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GREECE AND TURKEY—PEACE OR wan 

The time is rapidly approaching when the 
Kingdom of Greece must decide whether it 
shall have peace or war with Turkey. Be- 
fore the present month closes diplomacy will 
have finished its work and laid its ultimatum 
before Turkey and Greece, and as the Powers 
have practically agreed to modify the pro- 
visions of the Berlin Treaty in favor of Tur- 
key, the question of peace or war hangs 
upon the action of Greece. Of late a new 
element has entered into the calculations, 
—the organization of the Albanian League,— 
and this may affect in some way the decision 
of the Powers, since the League throws em- 
barrassments in the way both of Turkey and 
Greece. While the League is in favor of in- 
dependence, and at last accounts was pre- 
paring to resist Turkish authority in North- 
ern Albania, it is equally determined that 
Greece shall have no territery in Southern 
Albania. In theevent, therefore, that war 
should break out and Greece should endeavor 
to make a forcible seizure of the territory 
she wants in that quarter, she will meet with 
a determined resistance from the Albanians. 
If she should keep hands off, Turkey will find 
the Albanians concentrating in rebellion 
against the Porte. 

The situation might be briefly summed up 
as follows: What Turkey is willing to give, 
Greece don’t much care for, and what Greece 
demands—namely: Janina and Metsovo, and 
the adjoining territory—Turkey is determined 
not to give up. As between the two there 
must be a compromise, or there must be a 
fight. Turkey has defined the maximum she 
will give and Greece the minimum she will 
accept, and the six Powers already in their 
„pourparlers have intimated that they are 
averse to war, and that if they compromise

‘the settlement will de in favor of the Turk 


ish proposals, though there is nothing as yet 
that indicates even then that their decision 
will be entirely satisfactory to Turkey. It 
certainly will not be satisfactory at all to 
Greece. The scheme to compensate Greece 
for the loss of territory in Epirus and Thes- 
saly by giving her the Island of Crete is cred- 
ited in England as entirely irresponsible. 
The Saturday Review of Feb. 2% very point- 
edly says: | 

The most zealous friends of the Greek race 
can scarcely contend that Crete is in urgent 
need of liberation. Since the establishment of 
the present administrative system. the island 
has been tranquil; and any tent which 
may exist prevails r among Mussul- 
man minority than among the Greeks, who are 
believed to illustrate their numerical pre- 
ponderance by an arrogant demeanor. It wouid 
seem that they enjoy the control of the local 
finan for some them iately proposed to 
punish the Governor of Crete on account of sup- 
posed disregard of their wishes by depriving him 
of half ot hissalery. Although Crete may per- 
haps be destined at some future time to form 
part of the Greek State, it is doubtful whether 
the Christian population at present desires an- 
nexation. Another reason against introducing 
the question of Crete into the controversy is 
that the substitution of one terri fora er 
is at variance with the only principie which can 
justify the transferfrom Turkey to Greece. It 
can be no satisfaction to the popula 
part of Epirusor Thessaly, i 
its will under Turkish 
somewhere else Greek Christians have become 
Hellenic subjects. 


If, as now appears, the Powers favor Tur- 
key, though notto the extent she desires, it 
is probable she will be induced to accept 
their decision, as she has been very solemnly 
warned by the representatives of every one 
of them. But with Greece the case is dif- 
ferent. She stands in the relation to them of 
aparty to whom they had made a definit 
promise in the Treaty of Berlin. Since that 
time, however, the Powers which were her 
friends, and France, which was her cham- 
pion, have all cooled in their sentimental 
ardor, and are not ready to make good their 
promises. They will offer her less, and much

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Tue House was notin session in Spring- 
field , but the Senate held a short 
session. most important thing before it 
was the report of the Revenue Committee of 
a substitute for Merritt’s bill to tax rallroad 
companies on their gross earnings, which 
substitute provides that, in addition to the 
taxes now required by law, and in lieu of the 
tax on capital stock, a tax of 2. per cent 
shall be levied on all gross earnings of lines 
within the State, payable every six months, 
and providing for necessary reports to show 
such gross earnings, .properly verified by 
oath ot the President and Secretary, the tax 
to become a lien on all the property of such 
railroad, with power to levy on rolling-stock, 
and if the company refuse to make such re- 
port the Auditor may add 1 per cent to such 
tax, and collect accordingly. This is a very 
important bill. The railroads have been 
greatly harassed by the action of the law 
taxing their capital stock, and they have 
been in constant hot water with the State 
Board ot Equalization about the amount of 
capital stock on which they should be taxed. 
The question has never been settled eltner 
to the satisfaction of the railroads or the 
Legislature. The Senate Revenue Com- 
mittee has now proposed a simple method of 
taxation,—substituting a small tax on gross 
receipts in lieu of the tax on capital stock. 
We think this plan will be satisfactory to 
the people at large. It is much simpler, and 
more equitable than the present method, 
which is difficultof execution. According 
to Poor’s Railroad Manual, the gross receipts 
of all the Lilinois railroads for 1879 amounted 
tofmearly sixty-four millions of dollars (808. 
662,500), which at 24¢ per cent as proposed by 
the bill would yield to the State Government 
the respectable sum of a million and a half 
dollars per year. It is not yet learned 
whether any of the railroads will raise ob- 
jections to the Revenue Comm ittee’s amend- 
ment. 


VILAS, OF WISCONSLN. 

On the occasion of the formal election of a 
successor to the late Senator Carpenter by 
the Wisconsin Legislature Thursday, the vote 
stood as follows:

The vote fur Vilas was less than one-third, 
and hardly more than one-quarter, of that for 
his Republican opponent. Why was this so? 


‘| Vilas is an able man. He is one of the best 


lawyers in the State. As an orator he is con- 
fessedly without a rival in Wisconsin. He 
was a good soldier, is personally unobjec- 
tionable, and has hosts of friends. Other 
things being equal, he would makea stronger 
Senator than Cameron, because an abler and 
more eloquent man, and would fill Mr. Car- 
penter’s shoes in point of ability more nearly 
than perhaps any other man in the State. 
But other things were not equal. Mr. Vilas 
is not sound on the main question. His po- 
litical associations are not of the right kind; 
and, if elected, he would represent and en- 
force views of public policy which the people 
of Wisconsin do not believe in and have 
most emphatically condemned. That is the 
reason why, when it came to a vote between 
him and Angus Cameron in the Legislature, 
the latter had a majority of nearly four to 
one. 

Now, it is true that Mr. Vilas, who in the 
past has been regularly obscured on account 
of his political associations, and now is en- 
rely out of the line of promotion, has no 
mental or moral tie which should bind him to 
the State-sovereignty Bourbon party for one 
moment. All the Democracy he has he got 
by inheritance, His father was a Democrat. 
before him. So he sentimentally imagines 
he is a Democrat. He has inherited the name 
and party prejudices. That is the whole 
logic of his position. But he had so little 
real knowledge of or affection for the 
fundamentals of the Democratic party 
that when the War broke out he sprang to 
the defense of the Union, and as a brave and 
patriotic soldier did his best to stamp out the 
pestilent heresy of State supremacy, which 
constituted all that was ever genuine or vital 
in.the Democratic party. If he had been a 
Democrat by principle, and not by inherit- 
ance, he would have remained at home, 
joined the Golden Circle, disseminated Cop- 
perhead tracts, and decorated the corner- 
groceries with his cussing of the War. In- 
stead of that, he actedon his convictions, 
worked with sword and voice for the triumph 
of Republicanism,—anti-slavery principles. 
When Col. Vilas came back from the work 
of shooting and crushing Southern Democracy, 
covered with honor and reputation, he ought 
to have gravitated into the Republican party, 
where he properly belonged and had earned 
aright tobe. Heowed that much to con- 
sistency. Asa Nationalist he fought: how 
could he bécome a State-supremacy Demo- 
crat when he honorably ceased to fight, there 
being no longer any occasion for his serv- 
ices ? If he had deserted, or been drummed 
out, we can understand why he should have 
gone over to the Democracy, but as he came 
back with flying colors there was no excuse 
for such conduct. Family memories over- 
came him. He gave to a lower consistency 
what belonged to his honor as a soldier, 
Heredity overcame the scruples which he 
could not help but feel, and he almost con- 
vinced himself that he believed in those nox- 
ious Democratic principles of State suprem- 
acy which his father had instilled into him 
in his youth, but which he had fought nobly 
to put down. So he became a Democrat by 

judice, while he remained a Republican 
in principle. Still he believed in Republic- 
an doctrines or he would not have fought to 
preserve and establish them. 

Mr. Vilas was quite a young man whenhe 
made this fatal mistake. If be had been 
older, he would have been wiser. He sdw 
too late that he had blundered. When Gen. 
Grant came back from his foreign tour, and 
was entertained in Chicago, who but the 
eloquent Col. Vilas was selected to make the 
welcoming speech. Being a gallant soldier 
and also ah alleged Democrat, it was felt 
that he was indeed a rara avis, and could 
not be spared from so unique an occasion.

Not to.Cut Rates.

The Recent Disaster—Is Saratoga or 
White Sulpher Springs in Similar 
Danger? 

New York Evening Mail. 

Prof. Palmieri, who is a scientific author- 
ity of the highest rank, and who has made 
the vagaries of Vesuvius his special study, 
has advanced a rather startling theory in re- 
gard to the disastrous earshquakes at Ischia. 
After declaring that Vesuvius was undis- 
turbed at the time of the catastrophe, and 
that the earthquake was not owing to any 
abortive attempt at an eruption, as was at 
first. believed, he intimatés that it may have 
been owing to a sudden sinking of the ground 


caused by the corrosive ‘action of mineral 


springs, 

If there is any truth in this theory it is one 
which may well excite the attention of our 
own citizens. If the mineral waters of Ischia 
can corrode or eat into the rock and soil sv 
as to create a sudden sitiking of the ground, 
why may not such a phenomenon occur at 
any of our own watermg places? Ischia is 
a rocky island. The White Sulphur Springs 
of Virginia are in a rocky region and equal- 
ly exposed to this danger. Saratoga is on a 
sandy soil which reaches donn many feet. 
But who knows the nature of the substratum 
of rock on which this soil rests? The real 
sources of mineral waters are still a mys- 
tery. Science has not yet penetrated into 
the unknown laboratory of nature, or 
snatched from the dark recesses of earth the 
secret of her healing springs. The waters of 
Saratoga have flowed for,centuries, and their 
corroding processes have been slow indeed. 
Instead of wearing away the earth and rock 
about them, they have, asin the case of the 
High Rock Spring, only left surface deposits 
of sedimeatary matter. 

For centuries, too, the waters of Ischia 
have flowed only to kindly and beneficent 
purposes. Yet at the same time, if we adopt 
the Palmieri 2 the corrosive work has 
been going on silowly,,undermining the 
foundations of the isiand.

An English Paper on the Trichinosis 
Question. 
London Telegraph, Feb. 24. 

Do weeping and ‘wailing prevail just now 
at Chicago? Is the shore of Lake Michigan 
dotted with groups of saturnine men arrayed 
in sackcloth and ashes, gloomily murmuring 
that their glory is departed, and that the 
prosperity of Porkopolis is temporarily sus- 
pended? Do the magnates of State and 
Dearborn streets, Calumet and Wabash ave- 
nues, feel bad? How stands it with the 
speculators of the Chicago Board of Trade 
and the pork-packers and ham-curers of the 
Union Stock-Yards? Assuredly, within the 
last few days, events have occurred in Eu- 
rope of a nature to make all those concerned 
in the gigantic pork trade in the Phenix 
City look and feel very serious indeed. At 
the meeting of the Agricultural Society in 
Paris on Tuesday it was stated that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States had summarily 
prohibited the importation of wines coming 
from France, ostensibly on sanitary grounds, 
but in reality as a deliberate act of retalia- 
tion for the exclusion, through dread of 
trichinosis, of American pork from the terri- 
tory of the French Republic. A resolution 
was passed by the Society calling on the 
French Government to protest against a 
measure the scope of which, it is to be hoped, 
has been greatly exaggerated, even if it be 


not altogether misrepresented. It has been 
also stated that the Belgian Government has 
repudiated any idea of follow the action 
of France, no case of trichinosis having as 
yet occurred in the dominions of Sing Too 
parc. whereas in.

At least our poorer classes take 
care that their saveloys and small Germans” 
shall be boiled before they eat them, although 
of what precise ingredients the saveloys and 
“small Germans may be composed is not 
unfrequently a mystery. It is not, then, on the 
wholeimprobable that much of the trichinosis 
said to exist in Germany and elsewhere 
on the Continent springs quite as much from 
home-bred and badly-fed swine as from pork 
imported from the United States. As for 
English people, it is fitting that their patron 
saint should be Saint George, whom Gibbon 
declares to have been a contractor for the 
supply of bacon to the Imperial Roman 
armies in Cappadocia.

The King of Bavaria Em pties Some Old | 
Cellars and Gets Gold. 
London Telegraph, Feb. 21. 

A London firm, it is said, has bought from 
the King of Bavaria—who has become a re- 
crfMint to Bacchus—certain liquids of an 
antiquity exceeding all but oldest Eu- 
glish peerages, His Bavariah Majesty is 
rather celebrated for taking his pleasure 
solitarily,.and it is something to his credit 
that he does net extend this habit to vinous 
indulgences, To listen, “you by yourself, 
you,” to an opera is perhaps not out 
of character with the Aristotelian 
conception of magnificence, but to 
drink Steinwein of 1540 in solitude would 
be wicked. This exceedingly curious wine 
is said to be included among the vanities of 
which King Ludwig has disburdened him- 
self, and it is followed in the list by Leisten- 
wein—a vineyard with which we profess no 
acquaintance at first band—of 1631, and then, 
longo proximum intervallo, comes wine of 
1811. The King is the fountain of honor, but 
as even the Royalty cannot lengthen a pedi- 
gree, it is to be hoped that the proofs are 
as clear as if the venerable bottles presented 
themselves for admission to an order of chivy- 
alry. The Steinwein and the tenwein 
must have survived many dangers. War is 
an exceedingly thirsty business, and there 
have not been wanting skeptics who have 
doubted whether any ancient German wine. 
survived the French invasion of the 
ape yy! ois which, on the au- 
thority of Alfred Musset, the petits vins 
lancs of Germany were not ungrateful to 
the soldiers of freedom. But the liquids in 
question had seen many vicissitudes before 
the rights of man were heard of. The Prot- 
estants of the Schmalkaidic time are not 
supposed to have been any more indifferent 
to wine than their master Luther. The 
Thirty Years’ War was a period of terrific 
consumption, and if on both these occasions 
Bavaria was on the 9 side and may 
have known how to guard its cellars, ne 
same can not be said of the 1 ay of the 
close of the seventeenth century.

FIGHT WITHA MOONSHINERS. 

Lexineron, Ky., March 12.—Letcher Coun- 
ty is one of the wildest mountain counties, 
and Carr’s Fork is thé worst part of the 
counts, where moonghiners are supposed to 
be thick. Deputy-Marshal James Heflin, 
with a squad of ten men raided into Letcher 
on the 5th inst., and, after capturing a still- 
house and five prisoners on Rock House 
Fork, made a dash into the Carr’s Fork coun- 
try. The news of his coming went before, 
and the moonsh iuers and their fricnds gath- 
ered and proposed to give the foe battle. 
They secured an old cannon left by John 
Brown in his raid ot. 61, loaded it to the 
muzzle with rusty nails and broken pot- 
metal. They manned ‘the piece, and when 
the Marshal and his forces came near 
enough, fired, but almed too high, and the 
load passed over them. The noise of the ex- 
plosion threw the officers into disorder; but 

* rallied, and, after a volley from 
their carbines, charged up the with 
drawn pistols. The nshiners fired a few 
scattering shots; but steady firing of the 

Marshal’s party drove them out of their am- 

bush, and they fled across the ridge down 

the creek toward Breathitt County. It is 
supposed that several of the mvoonshiners 

were wounded or killed, as bldod-stains were 
found on the ground for some distance.

GRAYSON, Ky. „Maren 11 Letcher is one 
of Kentucky’s dack eounties, bounded on 
the south side by the Cumberland Mountains, 
where low-iying toot-hills break the surface 
of the country into bigh ridges, between 
which are deep and narrow valieys, watered 
by rocky creeks emptying into the Kentucky 
River. One of these creeks is Carr’s Forks, 
which is divided from another tributary 
troublesome creek by a steep ridge, protect 
ed by frowning cliffs, broken in one flock by 
a narrow pass.

During the chase Marshal Heflin’s horse 
slipped and fell, throwimeg its rider to the 
ground, bruising him considerably, and une 
of the party had a bullet pass through his 
boot top, another had the c „ of his pis- 
tol knocked out, and a third lost a portion of 
his hat brim, but none were scratched. The 
Government party is now in Breathitt Coun- 
ty, and hope before they return to capture 
several of their assailants. The five prison- 
ers captured on Rock-House reached here to- 
day and are now in fail.

NEW BUILDING SCHEMES

GOOD ADVICE FOR SMALL INVESTURS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuiIcaGco, March 12.—We are now, as I be- 
lieve, entering upon anocher period of good 
wages tor workingmen and tradesmen, and 
of acontagious desire on their part to buy 
real estate, because itis advancing in price, 
and they have spare money. 

From long experience and a desire to see 
workinginen prosper, 1 feel both able and 
disposed to advise them a little in this con- 
nection, and if others than they can get any 
good from it they aiso are welcome. 

In 1872—a period similar to the better 
times we think now at hand—all workin: 
classes made money, and many “saved up’ 
considerable sums. Most of the money so 
saved was used in one of two ways,—de- 
posited in savings banks or invested in real 
estate. Both deposits and investments 
turned out badly, and many resolved they 
would never deposit in savings banks or buy 
real estate again. Bat these resolves are 
already beginning to be forgotten, and while 
I know less of the savings-bank branch of 
the subject, I hear of scores of working men 
inguiring again about real estate purcuasés 
within their means. 

While a believer in good, honest savings 
banks, I can but declare, as a fact, that those 
workingmen who bought real estate, even at 
the high prices (for them) of 1872, realized 
much better results than those depusiting 
their savings. Yet there are three important 
exceptions to this rule, and my sent pur- 
pose is to mention them, as a warping for 
those thinking now of buying: 


1. Those who bought more than they could, 


ay for, and so lost all they did pay. 
his is pure speculation, and a dangerous 
induigence for a laboring man, especially if 
he has a family. If you buy a $2,000 jot and 
can pay but $500 on it, and henve lose it, it is 
better toput it into asavings bank, even 
B vou get but 10 per cent back gxain. 

2, Those who bought “ wildcat,” worth- 
less, suburban property (Food only for corn 
and cabbage at about $50 ver acre or 85 per 
lot), and paid faricy prices for it. I don’t re- 
fer toour established suburbs, which I have 
great faith in. I think, however, chat from 
all practical standpuints, even our estab- 
lished suburbs are better suited to the rich, 
and that they will eventually be more largely 
so used, leaving more room for work- 
ingmen nearer their work. But what 
1 do refer to is the wild 
prairie “subdivisions,” with no streets, 
trees, drainage, schools, neighbors, and but 
few. railroad facilities. These, while very 
good for gardening, fancy farming, country 
seats in tracts of ten to forty acres, at about 
$50 to $100 per acre, are practically worth- 
less in single lots, and yet many of them 
have been sold and traded at, say $300, or 
$3,000, per acre! I estimate that within 
twenty miles of Chicago, and serpin or all 
our established suburbs, there are subdivided 
into lots 57,600 acres, or over 500,000 of these 
practically useless lota,—one for each of us,— 

they have been pretty equally divided. 
These remarks are not a thrust at suburban 
property,—far from it. I believe there is in 
the near future more profits, more comforts, 
better health, and equal safety in our sub- 
urbs than in the city, but I do say to a work- 
ingman, if you buy, buy something yo or 
some one else can get to and from and enjoy. 

5. Lastly, but not least, those who bought 
and got a poor title, or none at all. Much 
good advice could be given on this point, but 
* must, at least for the presen

POWERS GETS TWENTY YEARS. 

Edward Powers, for the killing of Ye Mon, the 
Chinaman, was sentenced to twenty years’ im- 
prisonment in the Penitentiary, on «a plea of 
gulity. Judge Moran, in ocing sentence, 
said that he had conclu that the case was 
me demanding very severe punishment, and 
that suflicient merey had been shown the pris- 
oner by the State’s accepting che plea of guilty 
of mansiaughter. The prisoner bad admitted 
himseif to be guilty of manslaughter, and the 
evidence for the prosecution showed that the 
crime bordered very closely upon murder. He 
felt bound to believe the statements made by 
the witnesses for the State, it being 
clear that the defendant had entered the prem- 
ises where the crime was perpetrated for the 
purpose of robbery, and the claim that he acted 
in self-defense was without any foundation 
whatever. deceased,—a Chinamen,—it was 
true, was not a citizen, but be was a resident of 
the State, engaged inalawful aad legitimate 
business, and was entitled to the proteetion of 
the law to the fullest extent. The boodlums, 
and men belonging to the criminal classes who 
carry revolvers, and use them upon the slightest 
provocation, he went on to say, snould be taught 
the risk they were running in so doing, and 
the interests of the community demanded that 
they should be severely punished, that they 
should be put where they would be out of the 
reach of such wea It was evident to him 
that the defendant was a person of criminal hab- 
its, that he carried a deadly weapon, and was a 
dangerous man, and the sentence be was about 
to impose he hoped would impress his class with 
the idea that the law couid not be viclated with 
impunity, and human life taken at pleasure 
without just punishment being inflicted therefor. 

This sentence, if Powers behaves himself and 
does not lose any good time, amounts to eleven 
fearsand three months. Besides Powers has

The Tea- Trade. 
Providence Journal. 
The case against Albert E. Fuller, former 
maager of the Union Pacific Tea Company, 
who was charged with embezzlement, was con- 
cluded in the Justice Court yesterday morumg. 
Two previoug hearings have been held, but the 
‘case continued until this morning. To obtain 
an understanding ot the arguments of counsel 
it will be necessary to 8 some facts in relauon 
to the retail and prices of the teas and 
coffee. According to 8 figures presented by the 
plaintiff, the several grades of teas were bournt 
and sold by the pound as follows: English 
breakfast tea, cost & cents per pound, retailed 
for 70 and 80 cents, and another grade, which 
cost 21 cents, is retailed at 6) cents. Mixed tea, 
which cost 2% cents per pound, is retailed for 70 
and 80 cents. Oolong tea, the cost price of which 
is 2 cents per pound, sdid for 70 and v cents, and 
another grade, which ‘cost 22 cents per pound, 
is sold for 50 and 60 ¢enta. Japan tea, which 
cost 19% cents per pound, is sold tor bo cents, 
while another grade, which costs 30 cents, is sold 
for 70 and 80 cents and $1 per pound. Young 
Hyson tea, which costs 36 cents per pound, is 
sold for $1, and another grade of the same tea, 
which costs 34 cents, is aiso solid for $1. Gun- 
powder tea, which costs all the way fron 26 to 
s6 cents per pound, is sold for 60, 70, 80 cents 
and $1. Imperial tea, which costs 28% cents per 
pound, retails for 7 cents, while old Hyson, 
which costs % cents, is sold for 60 cents. For- 
mosa tea, which costs % cents, is retailed for $1. 
The coffee peas, which cost 24 cents ＋ pound, 
are retailed at 25 cents per poulhd, while chicory, 
which costs 4% cents,is also sold for 25 cents. 
First and second Java cos pose i cents per pound, 
and are retailed at . 85 cents per pound. 
Mocha coffee costs 16 cents per pound, and is 
solid for % cents. It willbe seen by the above 
tigures that teas and céffees which cost the same 
are sold at different prices, so as to zive the 
idea that they are of diferent —.— or better 
quality. The counsel for the defense took the

sports, since it iadicates the retirement from the 
trotting turf of a man who has for three years 
battled persistently and intelligently against the 
evils that surround and eurse trotung, and has 
finally decided that under the present system 
adopted by tracks and horsemen ‘the chances 
against the success of one who always trots his 
horses to win, and declines to enter into com- 
binations for robbing the public, are so great 
that he is not justified in paying long prices for 
first-class horses with the expectation of get- 
ting back his money in a legitimate manner. 
While not without what the world regards as 
faults, Mr. Pate isin many respects so extraor- 
dinary a man that a sketch of his personal char- 
acteristics and experiences on the turt will be of 
interest. 


In appearance, R. C. Pate isa man who would 


strike evenan ordinary observer at first sight 
as something a little above the ordinary 
run of men whom one meets on the 
race-course. Of medium hight and solid 
build, his somewhat heavy lower jaw 
and full face are surmounted by a pair of bright, 
keen eyes that betoken their owner to be a man 
whom nothing escapes, but, while his face habit- 
ually wears a pleasant smile, those who know 
him best know that, if wronged, the owner of 
those bright eyes and that pleasant smile will 
leave no stone unturned to punish an enemy, 
while at the same time there is hardly a length 
to which he will not go to assist a friend. In 
many respects Mr. Pate is a contradiction. He 
is a gambler without any of the ordipary 
gambier’'s vices or characteristics; be is 
a politician, with no marks of the pro- 
fession attached to him; he is a horseman room 
oue would be apt to take for a successful dry- 
goods merchant. In St. Louis his name bas lon 
been a familiar one, and his face is as wel 
knowu on the streets of that city as is that of 
Long Jonn in Chicago. Althéugh a successful 
politician, he tas never run for office; aithough 
a gambler, he is seldom seen in company of 
men of that ilk, and in general his desires seem 
to lie 8 in the direction of a i and gen- 
tlemaniy life. Sut no Matter w whom or 
what he may have been associated, Mr. Pate has 
bad but one reputation among those who knew 
him: that of being absolutely square: and it 
is this trait that has made bim friends in all cir- 
cles of life, from the man whoex pects to run for 
Goversor of Missouri to the rubber of a trott 
horse with which 4 8 name is associa 
His nature is and of the maniy 
and geuerous that he has done 
and done without ostentation, the half could not 
be told within the limits of a newspaper articie. 
A person seeing R. C. Pate on a race-track would 
never suspect that he was one of the most 
liveral buyers of trotters in the Country, and 
perhaps at that moment interested to the extent 
ot thousands of dollars in a race taking place. 
Most men under such circumstances betray 
more or less nervousness. Not so with Pate. 
No matter which way the fortunesof the day 
may be going, whether heavy losses or great 
gains stare him in the face, he is the same quiet, 
genial man, apparently thinking of everythi 
but the race. The writer has seen bim stand an 
ealmly discuss the merits of certain proposed 
turf legislation. never once looking at the track 
around which Mattie Hunter (his special pet 
was flying ata 2:16 gait, with Rowdy Boy an 
Sorrel Dan at ber neck. At the result 
was in doubt, aud a mistake of either horse 
or driver would have made a difference of some- 
thing like $3,000 to Mr. Pate, but not one of the 
many who saw bim standing carelesly by the 
quarter-stretch fence, never looking at the 
horses, would have imagined him to be the own- 
er of the beautiful little chestnut mare who was 
winning a small fortune for him that day. 
coolness was well i ted at Cleveland 
in 1870, when Pate’s mare Katie Middleton 
started in the 2:22 race against Darby, Orange 
Girl, Belle Brasfield, Littie Gypsy, Lew Scott, 
and ‘Jersey Boy. Darby was an immense favorit, 
and won the first two heats in 2:18, 2:20. In the 
third heat Katie Middleton acted well for the 
first time during the race, and, although far be- 
hind at the half-mile pole, came home so rapidiy 
that at the distance stand she was on nearly 
even terms with Darby. Just then the latter 
horse broke. Instead of endeavoring to 
stop him Mace struck the littl brown 
horse with the whip, and he ran under the wire.

CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


Another Stage in fhe Pending Litiga~- 
tion. 

In the case of the Union Mutual-Life Insur- 
ance Company against the University of Chi- 
cago and others, an amended bill was filed late 
yesterday afternoon by the complainant. The 
Company sets out that on the 18th of February 
it filed its original bill against the University 
and Trustees, asking fora foreclosure of the 
$150.000 trust-deed on the institution. The 
same day the bill was filed an  infor- 
mation wos filed in the Circuit Court by the 
State’s Attorney against tne Insurance Com- 
pany and the Regents of the University for 
the purpose of setting aside this trust-deed, 
but service was had on the defendants 
in the foreciosure suit before it was obtained 
on the defendants in the information. As a 
matter of fact, the summons in the former case 
was seryed by the Marshal about 10'o’clock the 
morning of the 19th of February, while the 

rocess in the latter was not served by the Sher- 
ff until about 2 o'clock in the afternoon of the 
same day, and then the service was not made on 

proper agent of the Company, KR. B. Kendall, 
but was made on one A.G. Fowler. The Com- 
pany claims that by reason of the prior service 
of process in the foreclosure suit the Federal 
Court hus acquired jurisdiction of both the per- 
sons and subject matter, and that if the Circuit 
Court should go on and decide the same con- 
troversy there would be an inevitable conflict 
between the two Courts.

PROTESTANT VIEW OF THE LORD’S SUPPER.

Perhaps our universal and strong Protestant 
repugnance to the KOtmish doctrine of the Real 
Presence in the bread and wine of the Lord's 
Supper has deprived us of some comfort and 
strength which the real spiritual presence of 
Christ with his people is fitted to afford. The 
gracious promise before His ascension, “* Lo! I 
am with you always,”’ ought surely not to be de- 
prived of its precious signiticance and power, 
because the figment of transubstantiation as- 
serts the corporeal presence ofpur Lord at cer- 
tain times in a certain ordinance; nor should 
the error about an impossible kind of presence 
make us forget another presence that is true and 
real. Noheresy should cheat Christians out of 
the truth.

mnipresence is His. He can hold personal 
communion with us. and faith is that which 
holds communion with Him as a personal and 
present Savior. He never tails at His table to 
grant His people in covenant with Him this real 
presence, if they exercise real faith. Where two 
or three are gathered He isin the midst. If any- 
where, certainly there; if at any time, certainly 


then. 

This is something Protestants should make 
more of. Only the English Tractariana have 
made the real presence a watchword, and with 
them it means something partiy Komish, partly 
Lutheran. They hold to the elflicacy of the offi- 
ciating priest, and to the mystical unification of 
the elements with the body and blood. The view 
we have indicated recognizes the efficacy of 
faith in the Church and the, spiritual presence 
of ber Lord. There bus always been a tend- 
ency toward this view when the currents of re- 
ligious life have been tull and deep.” The in- 
crease of that life has been marked by iucrease 
of communion with a present Savior. For the 
sake, then, of spiritual life, let us strive after 
communion with Him. “Were the bondawe of 
standards removed, there would be practicai 
unanimity on the basis of Caivin’s doctrine, 
when the current of spiritual life ran deeply.“ 
For the sake, then, of Christian unity, let us 
strive for it. On the firstand sevond Sabbaths 
of this month His visible Church partakes of 
the visible sacred feast.

A PLEA FOR GENEROUS CONTRIBUTIONS. 
The Observer. 

The Lord needs and requires the service of his 
people, not alone in their persons, but with their 
woridly means. In Heaven we may worship only 
spiritually, but on earth worship, in truth, re- 
quires physical as well as mental exertion. The 
work of the Church militant is carried forward 
by human effort and by human means. Provid- 
ing and maintaining places of worship, the 
preaching of the Gospel, the printing of the 
Word of God, the care of the poor, the visiting 
of the destitute and the prisoner. the giving of 
every cup of cold water,—ali these are part of 
the work which the Christian Church has to do, 
and which can be done only by contributions of 
money. ' 

The duty of giving money tothesupport of the 
Church work is universally acknowledged. It is 
not universally practiced. One reason for the fail- 
ure is found in the fact, that. while the duty is 
recognized, it is not so clearly regarded as an act 
of worship. Many good people are even shocked 
at the idea that the formality of putting money 
in the contribution-box should be called an act 
of worship and considered a part of the public 
worship of God. It sounds to them like a 
dangerous bit of ritualistic service. Probably 
this feeling has led to tue informal and shop-iike 
way of treating the collections in some places. 
Many churches have entirely abolished the ¢éol-

His sanctuary. Ia other churches the 
collection is taken up, and the plates, or 
boxes, or bags are stowed away somewhere out 
of sight, before the formal service is resumed.

There is a society in Berlin for the propaga- 
tion of the Jewish faith, which is a new thing in 
Israel's history.

It contained 
the Old Testament only, and was printed at 
Metz by Gutenburg in 1482, being believed to be 
the first book ever printed by movable types. 


A special meeting of the Synod of the Northern 
District of the American Province of the Mora- 
vian Caurch has been called to meet in Bethle- 
hem, Pa., ia May, to consider importaft financial 
questions. The regular meeting ot the Synod 
occurs in 1883. 


Mr. Robert Arthington, of Leeds, has lately 
offered the Church Missionary Society the sum 
of £5,000 for investment toward providing a 
fund for the maintenance ot a steamer anda 
staff of ugents on the Upper Binue and Lake 
Chad.. Grave fears are entertained for the 
safety of the Society’s agents on the Victoria 
Nyunza. 

In a book entitled “The Lord's Prayer and 
the Church,” just published in London, Mr. 
Kiuskin having propounded the question,

MARRYING A TITLE. 


The Sorrows of an American Girl Who 
Wedded an Italian Count—Further 
Particulars of a Late Florentine 
Scandal. v 

Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

FLORENCE, Italy, Feb. 20.—Talk about Amer- 
ican Slavery in the old times before the War; 
cruel, barbarous, and inhuman as that was, the 
master always in self-interest took great care 
of the health of his chattel; but a case of great 
cruelty and excessive hardship has lately come 
to my knowledge in this city, through the cour- 
tesy of the American Consul, which to 
reverse the old order of things in slave-times in 
America, and which, I hope, will prove to be an- 
other warning to managing American mammas. 
There appears to be a mania among our fash- 
ionable and ambitjous aristocracy to bring 
their beautiful daughters to Europe in tho hope 
of catching a title, or rather to sell their chil- 
dren to secure one,—for that is about what it 
amounts to. Here, then, in this o er- true tale, as 
I gather it from the official documents on file in 
the Consular office in this city, and from repre- 
sentations made to me-by Col. Crosby, the Con- 
sul himself, | give simply the facts, leaving out 
the details except so far as they may help to 
make the affair, in all its horror, more clear to 
the reader. 

Some years ago, no matter how many, & 
wealthy, young, and beautiful lady from the 
South, loving the glitter of a title better than 
the true love of a good man in her native land. 
met and was married to an Italian Count, repre- 
senting one of the oldest and most distinguished 
families of Tuscany. I wish the Consul had not 
requested me not to mention names on either 
side, for I would like to “put a whip into the 
hands of every honest man, to lash the rascal 
naked through the world.” 

The income of the girl’s fortune was placed 
exclusively and absolutely in the hands of the 
husband, and was ample for the support of the 
Count and Countess. He took good care, how- 
ever, to spend the greater part of iton himself, 
placing his wife on a rather short allowance. In 
the course of time, from some cause, which, 
from what followed, may safely be left to the 
imagination of the reader, the poor woman sick- 
ened, and, under the strain most likely of her 
unhappiness, her mind temporarily gave way,— 
not seriously, but in a mild form. Had the hus- 
band loved ber and care for her as his vows 
and his duty required, he would have had her 
properly cared for in bis own palace; bat 
no,—that did not suit his.

ROBERT LINCOLN. 


A \Classmate’s Reminiscences of Eile 
Days at Harvard. 
To the Editor of the Philadeiphia Times. 

On the 20th of July, 1844, Robert Todd Lincoln 
was graduated from Harvard College, within 
twelve days of his 2ist birthday. Out of his 
ninety-six classmates over sixty were older 
than himself, and of these not a few were from 
three to six years his senior, and yet of all these 
sixty there was not one whose counterfeit pre- 
sentment executed at the time indivates 
more of maniiness, maturity, and fixity of char- 
acter.

Progress of the Rehearsals of the Fes- 
tival Choruses—Report of the Press 
Committee. * 
The Press Committee of the forthcoming Sän- 

gerfest have sent us the following commuai- 

cation with a request to publish: 

The rehearsais of the Festival choruses, both 
for mixed and male voices, are progressing un- 
der the personal direction of Mr. Balatka 80 
satisfactorily, that beyond any doubt the most 
excellent performances will reward che arduous 
labor both of chorus and conductor. The two 
principal works, Odysseus by Max Bruch, 
and the choral part of Beethoven's Ninth Sym- 
phony, are both already well practiced, and only 
the first act of “ Lohengrin” remains to be 
studied. The male chorus is also nearly through 
with its work,and from the middie of April 
only the finishing touches will have tobe given 
to both. 

The June Musicai Festival of Chicago will be

cultivating and refining the individual taste of 
the peopie, and by enlarging and expanding a 
true appreciation of what genius has created 
and art can interpret. 

One of the most potent elements that will 
make itecif feit in the future of music in this 
city is the influence upon those who make up 
the great chorus. During the long winter-sea- 
sou of careful practicmg the members have 
been brought into closer active relations with 
music than could have been possible in drawing- 
rooms and musical entertainments. It is inter- 
esting to hear the chorus members them- 
selves speak of it, how they entered 
the ranks, and how they were one 
and all drawn as if by magic 
into the innerarch of music, coming regularly 
every week to rehearse, in spite sumetimes of 
stormy weather, and looking torward to the fes- 
tivalasan event of their lives. For many it 
was a new experience to practice acknowledyed 
works of art under the direction’ of a tnor- 
oughly competent conductor, who would not 
oniy call their attention to technical fauits, but 
who could expound to them intelligentiy the 
peculiar beauties and meanings of the composi- 
tions under rehearsal, and teuch them the art 
and necessity of musica deciamation, without 
which the works of modern composers never 
ean be satisfactorily rendered. Ine enthusiasm 
of the members of the grand chorus is 
80 great that the organization will be 
kept up after this festival, tw be 
avVuilable tor future occasions of a similar kind. 
And, lastly, the festival will show to the public 
of Caicugo that we have means in our midst for 
such testivais without the necessity of foreign 
importations, except, Derhaps, in the case of 
some of the soloists. 

Chicago will be abundantly rewarded for the 
labor, the money, and the time which it gives to 
this great enterprise, and, while the conductor, 
the managers, and the executants all labor for 
the promomonu of the cuuse of art, and find their 
reward in the results which have been fore- 
shadowed, the public will be mure than repaid 
for its patronage in the pleasure it will derive 
from bearing the monumental works of music 
rendered oo a grand scale.

A THEATRICAL SMASH-UP, 

The firm of Guiick & Biaisdell, which came 
into existence with a flourish of trumpets and a 
loud burrah at the beginning of the season, has 
ceased to exist. They organized a bureau here, 
and from this point they determined with all 
modern facilities to lick order out of the chaotic 
state of dramatic affairs of the Northwest, form 
circuits, and revolutionize things generally. 
They organized a lot of companies, and called 
them “guaranteed attracuons,’’--guaranteed 
by Gulick & Biaisdell to be of the very first 
water,—and with these companies they started 
upon a career through lowa, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
and adjoining States that landed them in a 
ditch. The partners turned up in the city 
the other day. Their appearance was haggard, 
aud their story a harrowing one. With the res- 
ignation of a man who knows he has been 
squarely beaten, Mr. Joseph Gulick related his 
woes, and the talé, he thinks, should be a satis- 
factory expianation of the firm's position. 

It has been stated that Messrs. Gulick & Biais- 
dell's original capital was but 8700, upon which 
they have tried to run a business requiring ten 
times this money, but Mr. Gulick contradicts 
this story, and states that they had in the treas- 
ury $4,000 when the.campaign was started. This 
has melted away, their liabilities now foot 
up some $15,785. 

Our intention,” said Mr. Gulick, “was to 
play the Northwestern and Western States, 
and give the people in those regions 
better attractions than they had been 
in the habit of seeing. But, alas!” sighed 
the manager, we cast our pearis before swine, 
80 to speak. We put John Dillon on the road 
with a better piece than he bas had in years and 
a better company than be ever bad. We bad 
Dition about fifteen weeks. His average re- 
ceipts were $200 a night, but we gave him such a 


ridiculous percentage that we couldn't make a 
proit. Our losses on him were $530, including 


the liabilities incurred by bis breaking the en- 
gugoment by gett ng drunk and neglecting busi- ¢l 


ness. Dillon's share was 10 per cent of the 
gross of the rst 3820. 16 Tr cent 
of the second $200, and 20 per cent of all over. 
Besides we puid all his expenses. Nip and 
Tuck,’ really the worst — we had, gave us a 
protit of $2,400 before the election. After that 
the business ran down, and we concluded to let 
the party go. The Hop Scotch’ party we had 
out twelve weeks and three nights, and lost 
8.0% on it. The ‘Arabian Niguts company 
wus, I think, the best t ever went 
west of Chicago, and et in twelve 
weeks we lost $4,200. he. losses on 
these organizations of course put us in a very 
bud box, and we determined to try and rocover 
ourse!ves with a miastrel company. Fate. how- 
ever, was aguinst us, and we piled up 84.000 
more debt, when we conclud to quit. This 
troupe would, I think, dave made money had it 
not been for bad weather aud a succession of 
misfortunes which could not have been fore- 
seen. For some time past,“ said Mr. Gulick. 
“it has been a hard struggie to get from town to 
town. Finally we reached De Witt, Ia. 
where we played to $27.50, and then were 
snowed in for five dars. 1 don't know 
how we would have escaped from the place had 
it not been for Capt. Gates, the proprietor of 
the hotel. When we ived in Chivago Biais- 
deli had just five cents tn his pocket, and I had 
$2 which I borrowed ‘from the property-man. 
Dur indebtedness jis concentrated, and we will 
ay every cent when we get on our feet again. 
Vc owe some $600 salary.” 

Do we intend to start again? Of course we 
do,“ said the sanguine Mr. Gulick; “but in the 
meantime | am going out, under salary, to 
manage a company that will pray a new piece 
called Rooms to Rent,’ and Mr. Blaisdell will 
play a part. 

The irm sum up their losses in this way: On 
Dillon, $53); “Arabian Nights,” $4,200; Hop 
Scoteh,” $5,500; minstrois, $4,000; notes due and 
not collectable, $1,455; expense of organizmg
